ported from England, but there have been many disputes in regard to the 
actual value of imports from France. Germany and Austria. It is asserted 
that the undervaluations averaged about one third, for many years. Tren- 
ton pottery makers say the period covered by the alleged frauds is not less 
than 20 years.

goddess. The least fairy can steal a 
•bride or a baby; tenuity is of less con- 
.seiiuenco, since any tiny sprite can at 
will assume gigantic proportions. The 
fairies who in one canton are repre- 
sented as dwarfish in the nest may be 
described as gigantic. 


The contrast which cannot be ac- 


octjited for as arising from historical 
memories, may be easily explained by 
the early modes of conceiving nature. 
In jirehistoric conception a mountain
